2 . INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application fails to meet the requirements 
of PCT Article 33(1), since the subject matter of claim 
1 does not comply with the criterion of novelty as 
defined by PCT Article 33(2). 

2.2 Dl describes (the references between parentheses apply 
to said document) : 

a method for producing a documentary chain (^''navigate, 
select, extract and publish design information", 
^''select design components for documentation") from a 
structured model (^^object-oriented design information", 
^''UML diagrams & code") characterised in that it 
comprises the following steps : 

- loading a structured model into a modelling tool

- generating documentary fragments of the model 
(^Mescriptions'^' - see also page 3, lines 17 and 18 
of the present application, where the applicant 
states ^^it generates... in a manner known per se, 
the documentary fragments...") ; 

- selecting the model;, which comprises the 
documentary information, and the documentary 
fragment generator (non-technical user activity; 
the user must "select" the model and the generator 
- in this case "Rhapsody Reporter"; "what type of 
information... Reporter should retrieve from the 
Rhapsody environment") ; 

- inserting the documentary fragments thus generated 
into the documentary structure of the documentary 
chain ("the report is then generated... [resulting] 
in a standalone file of mixed tables, text and 
graphics that can be easily copied and shared") . 

2.3 All the features of independent claim 1 are known; the 
subject matter of claim 1 is not novel. 

3. DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2 to 9 

Said claims contain no features which, when combined 
with the features of any one of the claims to which 
they refer, meet the PCT requirements of novelty and 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(2) and (3)). The 
applicant merely uses an obvious combination of 
commercially available tools to achieve the effect that 
is in any case expected.
